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Flier Sights 
Globemaster 
On Icy Slopes 


52 Passengers 
Carried fro Doom 
On Alaskan Mounfrain 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (/P)—The 
snow-covered wreckage of a giant 
C-124 Globemaster which carried 
its 52 passengers to their doom 
Nov. 22 has been found by an 
educator-flier high on the icy slop­ 
es of an Alaskan mountain. 
It was located only a few hours 
after another military transport 
had crashed y esterday at Tacoma, 
Wash., bringing fiery death to 36 
of the 39 persons aboard. 
And it was one of nine m ilitary 
planes with 209 persons aboard 
which have crashed with disas­ 
trous results or disappeared in the 
great circle from Korea to Mon­ 
tana in the past three weeks. 
Official Washington has taken 
notice of the tragic series, which 
has wiped out whole families, and 
ordered an investigation of its 
Alaska-connected 
radio 
naviga­ 
tional aids and communications 
sy stems. 
The big C-124 on Mt. Gannett 
killed the largest num ber in the 
series of accidents and disappear­ 
ances which started Nov. 7 when 
a C-119 cargo plane hit a moun­ 
tain top on a flight from Elmen- 
dorf to Big Delta, Alaska. Nine­ 
teen men died. 
On. Nov. 12 a Navy patrol bomb­ 
er crashed near Shelton, Wash., 
with the loss of 11 lives. Two day s 
later, another C-119 crashed into 
another 
mountainside 
18 
miles 
east of Seoul on a flight from 
Toky o with 44 men aboard. None 
survived. 
Eleven men were lost and seven 
rescued Nov. 15 when a C-46 dove 
into the Sea of Japan, near the 
coast of Korea. That night, 20 men 
aboard another C-119 disappeared 
on a flight from Anchorage to 
Kodiak. Search still is being con­ 
ducted for that airplane and its 
human cargo. 
The nex t crackup was at the 
eastern end of the trail on Nov. 17. 
A fourtH C*>119 ci dished near Bill­ 
ings, Mont., killing half of the 16 
men on it. Then, the C-124 which 
was found y esterday disappeared 
and two day s later a Roy al Cana­ 
dian Air Force bomber crashed on 
Vancouver Island. Eight men per­ 
ished, two survived. 
Finally , the C-54 from Anchor­ 
age crashed at Tacoma early y es­ 
terday . It was loaded with service­ 
men, their wives and children. 
They were returning from Alas­ 
kan a s s i gnm e nt s , 
to belated 
Thanksgiving dinners. 
A mile from their goal, fog and 
possibly a disabled plane brought 
them to a fiery end. 
A short while after the Tacoma 
crash and the finding of the C-124 
the Air Force announced its deci­ 
sion to send a survey team to “in­ 
vestigate 
the 
adequacy 
of Air 
Force airborne electronics navig/- 
tion and communications equip­ 
ment, in addition to all the ground 
equipment used in navigation.

One hundred and fifty thousand 
apparently 
healthy 
people 
are 
spreading tuberculosis in the Unit­ 
ed States today , Dr. Thelma C. 
Buckthorpe, M.D., county health 
officer, 
declared 
recently 
at 
a 
meeting of Scott County folks. 
These people are not known to 
health authorities and they may 
not even feel sick, y et they may be 
spreading TB germs, Dr. Buck­ 
thorpe ex plained. 
Estimating that approx imately 
forty of these unknown cases of 
tuberculosis could be found in 
Scott County itself, she emphasiz­ 
ed that they must be discovered 
and treated for their own sake 
and that of the whole community . 
Scott County residents can all 
share in this 
i m p o r t a nt task 
through the purchase of Christmas 
Seals which support the work of 
the Scott County Tuberculosis As­ 
sociation, 
she 
said. 
“Christmas 
Seals pay for X-ray findings.” 
The Christmas Seal Sale now 
being conducted by the association 
is the only source rf funds for ils 
program to prevent and control 
tuberculosis in this county , she 
ex plained. 
“A person can have TB in its 
early stage without any obvious 
sy mptoms, and y et be spreading 
the disease to those close to him,” 
Dr. Buckthrope told the group. 
“The chest X-ray is our tool for 
discovering early TB. By X -ray - 
ing groups of apparently healthy 
people, we can find the unsuspect­ 
ed cases and got them under treat­ 
ment in the state when the dis­ 
ease can most easily be cured,” he 
said. 
She declared that efforts to find 
all cases of tuberculosis in Scott 
County must be intensified to pre­ 
vent the spread of the disease. 
“Let’s all join in the fight to 
control TB by buy ing and using 
more Christmas Seals than ever 
before,” she concluded.

Price Stabilizer

Phelps Suggests 
Morch 1 Decontrol 
Of Consumer Goods 


WASHINGTON iJ*)—A proposal 
to lift wage-price controls general­ 
ly within 90 day s placed the na­ 
tion’s assistant price stabilizer 
in 
opposition to his bosses today . 
Edward F. Phelps, Jr., assistant 
of the Office of Pfice Stabiliza­ 
tion, sent his suggestion y esterday 
to Economic Stabilizer Roger L. 
Putnam, who called it “prem a­ 
ture.” 
Phelps’ memo urged decontrol 
by March 1 of "all consumer goods 
and services, including food and 
with the possible ex ception of the 
major 
refined 
petroleum 
pro­ 
ducts.” It recommended continua­ 
tion of price controls on items 
used directly in the defense effort. 
All wage and salary controls 
should then be scrapped, Phelps 
added, because “ordinary equity 
would not tolerate continuing com­ 
prehensive wage and salary con­ 
trol if nearly all price controls 
were suspended.” 
Putnam turned thumbs down on 
the suggestion.

I the sabbath. Their alleged v io la­ 
tio n o f the Fo urth Co mm andm ent 
o ccurred w hile they w ere walking 
j thro ugh a field o f grain, ev idently 
i o n their way to a sy nago gue to 
wo rship. It was charged that the 
hungry disciples had pulled so me 
heads o f ripe grain fro m the stalks, 
| had with their hands rubbed the 
grain lo o se fro m the chaff and had 
eaten the grains. 
I 
If the disciples had used a m o d­ 
ern grain separato r o r ev en the 
j flailing metho d o f that day in o r­ 
der to separate the grain fro m the 
chaff, the co m plaining churchm en 
might hav e had so m e cause fo r 
criticism But the m etho d used was 
so nearly effo rtless that no criti­ 
cism o f it was just, and it was o f­ 
fered m erely ft r the sake o f find­ 
ing fault. H o w ev er, J esus defend­ 
ed 
His 
disciples’ 
actio ns, 
and 
do ubtless wo uld hav e do ne so had 
appeasing their hunger required 
greater effo rt. He cited a sim ilar 
effo rt 
Dav id 
and 
his 
fo llo w ers 
made when they w ere hungry and 
stated that ev en 
priests o f the 
tem ple did certain wo rk o n the 
sabbath and w ere blam eless. 
In His defense o f His disciples 
J esus did no t giv e appro v al to un­ 
necessary 
wo rk o n the sabbath 
ev en fo r a go o d cause o r to any 
wo rk fo r a selfish cause. 
It appears that later o n the sam e 
day J esus subjected H im self to a 
sim ilar criticism o f sabbath v io la­ 
tio n by healing a man with a

hand.

shrew dly silenced His critics by 
asking them if they w o uld, o n the 
sabbath day , help a sheep o ut o f a

It was located only a few hours 
after another military transport 
had crashed yesterday at Tacoma, 
Wash., bringing fiery death to 36 
of the 39 persons aboard. 
And it was one of nine military 
planes with 209 persons aboard 
which have crashed with disas­ 
trous results or disappeared in the 
great circle from Korea to Mon­ 
tana in the past three weeks. 
Official Washington has taken 
notice of the tragic series, which 
has wiped out whole families, and 
ordered 
an investigation 
of 
its 
Alaska-connected 
radio 
naviga­ 
tional aids and communications 
systems. 
The big C-124 on Mt. Gannett 
killed the largest number in the 
series of accidents and disappear­ 
ances which started Nov. 7 when 
a C-119 cargo plane hit a m oun­ 
tain top on a flight from Elmen- 
dorf to Big Delta, Alaska. Nine­ 
teen men died. 
On. Nov. 12 a Navy patrol bomb­ 
er crashed near Shelton, Wash., 
with the loss of 11 lives. Two days 
later, another C-119 crashed into 
another 
mountainside 
18 
miles 
east of Seoul on a flight from 
Tokyo with 44 men aboard. None 
survived. 
Eleven men were lost and seven 
rescued Nov. 15 when a C-46 dove 
into the Sea of Japan, near the 
coast of Korea. That night, 20 men 
aboard another C-119 disappeared 
on a flight from Anchorage to 
Kodiak. Search still is being con­ 
ducted for that airplane and its 
hum an cargo. 
The next crackup was at the 
eastern end of the trail on Nov. 17. 
A fourth C-119 tv ashed near Bill­ 
ings, Mont., killing half of the 16 
men on it. Then, the C-124 which 
was found yesterday disappeared 
and two days later a Royal C ana­ 
dian Air Force bomber crashed on 
Vancouver Island. Eight men p er­ 
ished, two survived. 
Finally, the C-54 from Anchor­ 
age crashed at Tacoma early yes­ 
terday. It was loaded with service­ 
men, their wives and children. 
They were returning from Alas­ 
kan a s s i g n m e n t s , to belated 
Thanksgiving dinners. 
A mile from their goal, fog and 
possibly a disabled plane brought 
them to a fiery end. 
A short while after the Tacoma 
crash and the finding of the C-124 
the Air Force announced its deci­

Scott County itself, she emphasiz­ 
ed that they must be discovered 
and treated for their own sake 
and that of the whole community. 
Scott County residents can all 
share in this i m p o r t a n t task 
through the purchase of Christmas 
Seals whirh support the w’ork of 
the Scott County Tuberculosis As­ 
sociation, 
she 
said. 
“Christmas 
Seals pay for X-ray findings.” 
The Christmas Seal Sale now 
being conducted by the association 
is the only source rf funds for ils 
program to prevent and control 
tuberculosis in this county, she 
explained. 
“A person can have TB in its 
early stage without any obvious 
symptoms, and yet be spreading 
the disease to those close to him,”

“The chest X -ray is our tool f<»r 
discovering early TB. By X -ray ­ 
ing groups of apparently healthy 
people, we can find the unsuspect­ 
ed cases and got them under treat­ 
ment in the state when the dis­ 
ease can most easily be cured,” he 
said. 
She declared that efforts to find 
all cases of tuberculosis in Scott 
County must lie intensified to pre­ 
vent the spread of the disease. 
“Let’s all join in the fight to 
control TB by buying and using 
more Christmas Seals than ever 
before,” she concluded.

TEST OF CHRISTIANITY

SCRIPTURE — Matthew 12th 
chapter. 
Memory Selection — Do not 
imitate evil but imitate good. He 
who does good is of God; he who 
does evil has not seen God. Ill 
John 11. 


In the 12th chapter of his Gos- 


pel, Matthew continues to present 
Jesus as the ruler of a kingdom, 
the kingdom of human hearts. This 
time he presents his King as Lord 
of one of the kingdom’s most im­ 
portant institutions—the sabbath. 
The declaration that “The Son 
of Man is Lord of the Sabbath” 
came after some of the Jewish 
religious leaders had accused the 
discijDles of Jesus of desecrating 
the sabbath. Their alleged viola­ 
tion of the Fourth Commandment 
occurred while they were walking 
through a field of grain, evidently 
on their way to a synagogue to 
worship. It was charged that the 
hungry disciples had pulled some 
heads of rijx? grain from the stalks, 
had with their hands rubbed the 
grain loose from the chaff and had 
eaten the grains. 
If the disciples had used a mod­ 
ern grain separator or even the 
flailing method of that day in or­ 
der to separate the grain from the 
chaff, the complaining churchmen 
might have had some cause for 
criticism. But the method used was 
so nearly effortless that no criti­ 
cism of it was just, and it was of­ 
fered merely for the sake of find­ 
ing fault. However, Jesus defend­ 
ed 
His 
disciples’ 
actions, 
and 
doubtless would have done so had 
appeasing their hunger required 
greater effort. He cited a similar 
effort 
David 
and his followers 
made when they were hungry and 
stated that even priests of the 
temple did certain work on the 
sabbath and were blameless. 
In His defense of His disciples 
Jesus did not give approval to un­ 
necessary work on the sabbath 
even for a good cause or to any 
work for a selfish cause. 
It appears that later on the same 
day Jesus subjected Himself to a 
similar criticism of sabbath viola­ 
tion by healing a man with a 
withered 
hand. 
However 
Jesus 
shrewdly silenced His critics by 
asking them if they would, on the 
sabbath day, help a sheep out of a 
ditch into which it had fallen. 
Only an affirmative answer could 
have 
been 
expected, 
as 
Jesus 
knew. 
And t h e n Jesus m a k e s two 
statements which have been part 
of the Christian’s code throughout 
the succeeding centuries: 
1. “How much then is a man 
better than a sheep,” and 
2. “ It is lawful to do well on the 
sabbath days.” 
These statements are fundamen­ 
tal. 
The first is another way of stat­ 
ing that man is the Saviour’s chief 
concern—m an’s struggle for his 


daily bread; the care and co 
tion of his physical 
body; 
preservation and development 
his mind; the salvation of his 
mortal soul. 
The second statement 
wa 
declaration of what is lawful f 
Christian to do. It is simply to 
well—on the sabbath and ei 
other day—to do what Jesus, 
His life here on earth, declared 
followers should do. That was 
ing 
good 
deeds, 
thinking 
g 
thoughts, 
speaking good 
wo 
living good lives. 
Jesus knew that those who t 
to live the good life would be 
ticised, misrepresented, ridicu 
and persecuted. And so they h 
been, sometimes by those who p 
fess to be church leaders and 
some who hold holy orders. H 
often have those whose only p 
pose was to do good been pe' 
cuted even unto tneir death! 
Never has a great religious le 
er begun a campaign for God 
the hounds of hell did not st 
baying at his heels. No reform 
better conditions for the poor, t 
homeless and the helpless has e" 
escaped the ridicule and oppo 
tion of some folks living in fina 
cial security. No warfare agai 
the evils of commercialized vi 
intemperance and political corru 
tion has been waged that did 
meet the charge of interfering 
business, limiting personal libe 
and of character assassination. 
The critics of Jesus and His W 
of life are still active with th 
ridicule, their misrepresentatif 
and their persecutions. But 
followers of Jesus are still m 
active—in b u i l d i n g hospita 
schools, and churches; in min 
tering to the poor, the needy a 
the homeless; in relieving physi 
and mental suffering; in helping 
save lost souls—in going about d 
ing good.
